DETAILED ACTION 

This is an allowance in response to an Advisory Action reply filed 1 1/23/09, in 
which claims 1-2 and 4-5 were cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3 and 6-13 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. Blandin and Martin et al teach a few very broad elements claimed by applicant 
in the separation of a cast lens from a shell mold. However, these prior art references 
do not teach the many other specific elements further claimed by applicant including 
fixing the composite onto a holding device rotatable on an axis of rotation, adjusting a 
height of a separating tool and applying a force to the separating tool so that the 
separating tool presses against the lens adjacent to an interface between the shell mold 
and the lens, and rotating the holding device and continuously adjusting the height of 
the separating tool so that the separating tool follows a height of the interface according 
to the actual angle of rotation, etc. Further, Blandin and Martin et al do not teach the 
specific elements of the apparatus claimed for carrying out such a detailed method. 
Finally, no other prior art was found to show the more specific elements of the claimed 
methods or apparatus.
